The Capital presented a parti- 
cularly difficult problem. Be- 
cause of the trend system, Jeru- 
saiem has for years hed too 
many stall schools and classes 
with a consequent waste of se- 
veral hundred thousand Pounds 
of public money annually. Last 
year. there were classes of i4 
pupils each, while the average 
for the city was 27.7 per clasa. 
In spite of all the changes intro- 
Gcucead this year, there are still 
20-pupil classes in Jerusalem, 
and the average per class has 
risen to only 34.9. which is far 
lower than the rest of the coun- 
try. Of the present 665 classes in 
Jerusalem only 11 have between, 
50 and 53 pupils each. During the 


| first two or three weeks, there 


were several larger classes but 
they were soon made smaller. 

The’ economies introduced in 
Jerusalem this year involve « 
saving of about I1L.300.000 for 
the taxpayer and will also im- 
prove educational standards. 
They entail the elimination of « 
surplus of some 159 teachers. 


| About 2% dismissal notices were 


sent to Jerusalem teachers, and 
after consultation with the 
Teachers’ Association 130 of 
those with few family obligations 
were asked te take up posts in 
the South or Nerth of the coun- 
try. Only four agreed te do so. 

The introduction of State Edu- 
eation inevitably was fraught 
with initial administrative diffi- 
culties which were multiplied 
when coupled with financial 
troubles. Towards the opening 
of the school year, & became 
apparent that even had State 
Education not been introduced, 
the Ministry of Education and 
Culture would face a deficit of 
about [.2m. While neither en- 
tering into a detailed explanation 
of the causes, nor asking whe- 
ther the Governmnt is to blame 
for miscalculating estimates or 
the Knesset reproached for not 
voting larger amounts for Edu- 
eation. # should be noted that 
the current financial year is the 
first in which our educational 
budget for primary schools 
been strictly drawn up and ad- 
hered to. Ir the past, all school 
outlays were met by the Trea- 
sury with almost no bg 
asked. In April last, State 
for the first time assumed res- 
ponsibility for paying 100% of 
the teachers’ salaries.

In those busy and , difficult 
August and September days, the

engage teachers without paying 
their salaries. It presented the 
State Edncation rd with « 
plan for saving IL.750,000, which 
involved cutting down from 24

Financia] Gap 


After proposing other econom- 
jes im its budget, the Ministry 
still had to close the financial 
gap caused by the teachers’ re- 
usal te cooperate. After con- 
sultations with the State Educa- 
tion Board, the Ministry, reluc- 
tantly, was forced to impose an 
additional cut of 35% of the 
total periods allotted te every 
school. This represented approx- 
imately half the time that two 
additional periods freely given 
by every teacher would have 
totalled. Unlike the previous 
“cut.” this has pedagogical jus- 
tification and is te be regarded 
as a temporary measure. Some 
inconveniences were caused to 
rincipals, teachers and pupils. 
but in most echools lees time was 
lost due to these adjustments 
than might have been expected. 
Tt is to be hoped that this “cut” 
shortly will be re-adjusted.

No Alternative 

If school opening 
recalled a surgical operation, it 
could not have been otherwise 
The operation pears to have 
been successful. system will 
emerge the healthier, and the 
children will feel the benefit.
